Noted that the contractor of the new building is desirous of 
permanently placing the cornerstone next week, and briefly discussed 
the contents which are to be placed therein. The Director made it 
clear that he did not desire any classified material to be placed in the 
box and asked Colonel White to circulate to those present a memo 
covering the items to be included and if there was any strong objection, 
he would listen to it but as far as he is concerned, what had been sug- 
gested was all right with him. 

Stated that it is imperative that space be provided in the new 
building to house contingency groups such as PBSUCCESS, JMARC, 
etc. , and said Mr. Amory had agreed to make this space available 
by leaving Foreign Document Division out of the new building. This 
action will provide about 15, 000 square feet and can then be used as 
indicated above and for staging space for units being transferred 
from one part of the building to another. The Director approved and 
expressed appreciation to Mr. Amory for his generosity. 
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
